Dear Doheny Students: 

As you are aware, we are in the process of seeking approval for a library-learning center and academic 
building project on the Doheny Campus. We were required by the City of Los Angeles to prepare a 
complete Environmental Impact Report (EIR); this and other City planning issues have caused us over a 
one-year delay in the building of our desperately-needed library. 

We need your support for this project and would be immensely grateful if you would write a letter by 
October 2 in our behalf. We also hope you will ask your parents to write a letter of support as well. 
Please include in your letter your experience with Mount St. Mary's College, Doheny Campus; the 
impact it has on the neighborhood and on the city in general; the education it provides its students; its 
outreach programs, and particularly the need for this new library. There is a forty-five day response 
period during this public review of the EIR; the file number is 94-01 70-CUZ (ZV). Please refer to the 
file number and send the letter during this public phase, now until October 2. 

The Environmental Impact Report is a public document and is available in both campus libraries as well 
as at City Hall and local libraries in the area (Central, Exposition Park, and Junipero Sena libraries). It 
would be very helpful if you wrote in support of the library as planned and designed. The design is 
beautiful and the architects have incorporated many of the elements of the Victorian homes typical of 
the Doheny Campus. The design also centers the library on the campus without taking any of the 
open grassy areas and connects the buildings (library, learning center, academic building) for 
maximum efficiency.

FROM THE REGISTRARS OFFICE! 
INSTITUTIONAL DROP POLICY 

Effective Spring 1996 the following Institutional Drop policy will be in effect: 
Students may be dropped from the official class roster of any class they have not 
attended during the first week of the semester. Faculty will provide the Registrar with 
the names of any students who do not attend class during the first week of the semester. 
Faculty may drop these students and admit other students as desired. The Registrar's 
Office will notify these students that they have been dropped from a class upon receipt of 
their names from the instructors. Do not assume that a faculty member will drop you 
from a course that you know you are registered for and are not attending. They may 
not. It is the student's responsibility to officially add or drop courses at the 
Registrar's Office. 



WAIT LISTS AND ADD/DROP 

Wait lists are used by the Registrar's Office to place students in classes on a space 
available basis up to the first day of classes. The wait lists are eliminated as of the first day 
of classes. Students must add classes during the Add/Drop period (the first two weeks of 
class) on an Add/Drop form and file the addition to their schedule in the Registrar's Office. 
Students must also drop classes which they are attending and wish to drop during the 
Add/Drop period on an Add/Drop form and file the reduction to their schedule in the 
Registrar's Office. 

As a student it is important to know which classes you are registered for and to officially 
drop any classes that you are not attending. It is also important to officially add any 
course you are attending and are not registered for at the Registrar's Office. The number 
of units you are registered for determines your financial obligation for the term and also 
determines your full or part time status. You must be registered for a minimum of 12 
units to be considered a full time undergraduate student. Your full or part time status will 

affect your financial aid eligibility.

Transfer of Credit Clearance 

ffJMMMER SCHOOL ; If you are planning to attend a Sumner 
School other than MSMC, you need to do several things before 
registering for your class(es). 

1. Decide what you will take and where you will take the 
class(es). (Ordinarily, a student does nat take more than 6 
units in summer.) 

2. Verify that those courses are going to be offered. Most of the 
community colleges will have their schedule ready soon. Some of 
the 9 L.A. Community Colleges (ELAC, LACC, Valley, Harbor, West, 
Southwest, Trade-Tech, Pierce, Mission) will HQX have them ready 
until later. Most summer sessions begin around June 29. Phone the 
college(s) of your choice now and ask them if the course(s) will be 
offered: if the registrar can't answer, try the department; also 
request an application for student enrollment and a class schedule 
of SUMMER SESSION. (These are not available In the Advisement 
(Center.) At many colleges you must do the student enrollment 
before you are able to register for classes. Do so soon. 

3. Get a Transfer of Credit Clearance form from the Registrar's 
Office/Advisement Center. Check the policy regarding taking 
classes elsewhere, after enrollment in MSMC. PLEASE follow 
the policy. 

4. Check with your Advisor/Advisement Center to be sure that the 
courses are TRANSFERABLE to MSMC and SAX12EX what you intend 
to do. 

5. If you are taking two classes, you may Indicate BOTH classes on the 
same form. Please help us to prevent waste and also help to 
■save the trees". 

6. Get your advisor's signature; if the course(s) is/are to satisfy 
program requirements, you will need your program director's 
signature in #1 of the form. 

7. In filling out the section for title and course number, please fill 
it out correctly. If you need assistance filling this out please 
ask someone in the Advisement Center. 

8. PLEASE BE SURE TO DISCUSS YOUR PLANS WITH YOUR ADVISOR; do 

not presume that classes taken off campus will be accepted by the 
college. 

9. Before bringing the form to the Advisement Center, make sure you 
have ALL of the necessary signatures. Be sure that you do the 
paperwork BEFORE you enroll in a class off campus. Until the form 
has been completed, reviewed by the Director of Advisement, and 
signed by the Dean of the Campus, you cannot be sure that the 
course is approved. 

10. If you cannot complete the necessary paperwork before May 1C, you 
may do so when the Information Is available. If you need to do 
your paper work after May lD, please be sure to phone and confirm 
a time to meet with your advisor and/or Sr. Therese before coming 
on campus.
